The degree is being set up to 
permit graduate lawyers from for- 
eign countries to receive accredited 
recognition of studies completed 
over a period of one year at the 
Vniverslty. Students may register 
for studies toward the new degree 
beginning this Fall. 

Requirementr, according to Law 
Dean William C Van Vleck. ,wiU 
be flexible so as to permit lawyers 
civtl law countries to gain An 
Understanding of the Anglo-Amer- 
ican imminon law system and also 
to permit stpdents to enroll In^ 
spoclallsed courses in line with the 
fields in which ‘they specialised 
before atiendng the Uhversty. 

The Law School reports an 
Increasing demand for studies in 
comparative daw by foreign stu- 
dents who desire to attend school 
in Washington. D. C. 

In voting to introduce the Master 
In Comparative Law at the Uni- 
versity, the law faculty anticipated 
action by the American Association 
of Law Schools, while at its spring 
meeting this year recommended 
that such recognition tM afforded 
foreign graduate students attend- 
ing American law schools. 

This action also is in line with

Lounge Lois Lord, Rush Chairman, 
•announced. All girls interested in 
Joining a sorority ar^ requested 
ifi attend. Panheilenic President, 
Vlary Alice Novinger, will Introduce 
officers. of the CoubcU, after which 
the Social Chairman will give hints 
on what the well-dressed ruihee 
wears, the Treasurer will speak 
on sorority financial obiigalions. 
and» the Rush Chairman will ex- 
plain the rush program and the 
rush rules. 

. Eligibility requirements are simi- 
lar to previpus years. All girls 
Interested in rushing must register 
at the Panhel^ei^c Registration 
Booth in the Hall of Government 
and pay their registration fee of 
one dollar. The booth will be open 
today, tomorrow and Saturday dur- 
ing. registration hours. Latecomers 
may also register at the «desk in 
Sorority Hall. 2129 G Street, next 
Saturday, and from 4 p. m. to 7 
p. m. on Sunday, September 29. 
There will be no registration after 
that hour. AH rushees are required 
to attend Open House and visit 
all sororities. Name-tags, which 
will be given to girls upon regis- 
tration for rushing, are to be worn 
at all times during the rush period. 
They will be collected at the Panhei- 
lenic Post Office on Tuesday, Octo- 
ber 8, and a ci^ge of ten cents 
will be madw fof any that are lost 
A day student must be registered 
for et le^t twelve hours work in 
the . University while a full time 
employed student must be carrying 
six hours. 

Rush parties, interspaced over a 
two .-week period, from September 
28 through October 10, have been 
carefully adjusted to (he Student 
Council and Big Sisters' Program 
so tbnt there are no conflicting 
dates. The rush affairs this year 
are shorter, informal and less elab- 
orate than in previous years. They 
are also more numerous so that a 
lArge number of girls registering 
for rushing will have a ehanft to 
visit'more sorbrities and become ac- 
quainted with a greater number 
of sorority girls before making 
theif final choice. There is a variety 
in the types of {Mtrtles, with 'most 
of the affairs being, scheduled in 
the afternoon. None of the rush 
affairs will last over one houy. The 
program Is divided into six periods 
so that the nishee. proceeding from 
period to perlpd, may grgdually 
parrow down her choice. The rushee 
visits all sororities during the ^irst 
Period, bpen House; eight differaqi : 
sororities during, the Second P^ 
iod; four or flve\ different sorori- 
ties during the Third Period; three 
different sororities during ^ the 
Fourth Period; two different sorori- 
ties during the Fifth Period; and 
makes her Anal decision by signing 
her preference slip during the 
Sixth Period. 

\ Silence Role Effective 

One of the most important of 
the new rush rules adopted this 
yrar is the "No Communication" 
rule which states that "No sorority 
girl may communicate (verbally or 
In writing) on or off campus, with 
any rushee between rush affairs, 
except during freshman activities 
sponsored by the Student Council. 
This rule will be effective from 
Open House on Saturday to 9 a. m. 
Thursday, October 10. It' also ap- 
plies to the dormitories and fhe 
Faculty Club. There is to. be no 
phoning between rushees and sor- 
ority girls. Rushees are requested 
t<> out of sorority rooms fifteen 
minutes after the close of any rush 
functions. They are not permittod 
to he hi sorority rooms b e tween

centers. In his capacity of Chairman of the Committee on Grants 
of the American. .Council on Education* it was Dean Doyle’s pleas< 
ant duty to visit, once in 1945 and again this summer, our good 
nsighbort to the South, 'ihis time 
Dr. Doyle covered territory in 
Costa'IUca, Hondurai, El Salvador, 

Guatemala, and Mexico: twelve 

citiei, twenty schools, an^ five cul- 
tural centers. 

It Is a policy of our State Depart* 
ment to receive applications for 
gran la from those schools and cen* 
lers in iattn America attended by 
Americans living there, in addition 
to the nationaU of the countries. 

Last year a total of 1120,000 was 
granted to supplement the funds 
of these schools. Requests are 
made for specific professorships or 
equipment. Some time ago the 
State Deoertment turned the appli* 
esUioni over to the American Coun* 
dl on Education, and it la for their 
Committee on Grants of the Inter- 
American Council on Education 
that Dean Doyle recommends 
grants. 

While he was touring Latin 
America, Dean Doyle ran into a 
number M University alumni. In 
Colombia ha saw Ernestine Nle- 
meyer, who had once been a stu- 
dent of Spanish under him. Miss 
Niemeyer is teaching in a mission- 
ary school in Medillin. In San Jose, 

Costa lUca, the Dean met another 
of hli Spanish students, Mrs. Ralph 
Hilton, who Is press attache for the 
American Embassy. At the Ameri- 
can Embassy in Bogota. Colombia, 
he saw James Bell. Also in Bogota, 
he talked with a student at The 
George Washington Medical School. 

In Panama he visited Manuel 
Mender Guardia, who graduated 
Phi Beta Kappa, and is a member 
of the Order of the Cross of our 
Law School. At 36 Mr. Mendez is 
Assistant Secretary of Foreign 
Affaire for Panama. In Teguci- 
galpa. Honduras, Dean Doyle met 
Jamea H. Webb. Jr., CuMural At- 
tache for our embassy there and a 
former student. He also renewed 
acquaifiUnce with Dr. OasUllo Na- 
jera. the former Mexican ambaaaa- 
dor to the United States, now Min- 
iater of Foreign Aflalra for Mscice, 
and Dr. Adrian Reelnoa. the former 
ambaawdor td the United <iutea 
for GoatMMla, both of whom re< 
eeived hMorary degreea ef Doctor 
of Law from Geerge Waahlagton 
UnlvenMy. 

Dean Doyle hlmaetf was made an 
honorary profetsor of the Univer- 
sity of Bogota. 

Dean DoyW wae not the only 
American vlaltor of note to Latin 
America thli summer. Tyrone 
Power, the movie star, was also 
touring thaae eountiiea. One of the 
local Hondnras papers went so ^ 
as to sandwich Dean Doyle's pic- 
ture In between one of Mr. Power 
and one of Cesar Romero.

Although ODK has experienced a 
dearth of members during the war 
years, the group 'anticipates a 
sharp rise In candidates during 
this sch<M>l year.

The 
fields are divid^ Into scfiolarships: 
student government and religious 
and social activities; athletics; puh- 
Il(^attons; and forensic, dramatic 
and musicai activities. 

Specific point values are as fol- 
lows:
